The  report  includee  definitive  contracts  and  funded  portiooa  of  letter  cootracta 
and  lettere  of  intent,  job  orders,  task  orders,  and  purchase  orders  on  industrial 
firm,  and  also  includes  interdepartmental  purchaaaa,  mde  from  or  through  other 
govermental  agenciee,  auch  aa  thoae  made  through  the  General  Servicea  Adminis- 
tration.

The  estimated  amounts  of  indefinite  delivery,  open-end  or  call-type  contracts  for 
petroleum  are  included  in  the  report.
